The Forest Service is divided into two branches, the Imperial and 
Wr the Provincial Service. It was proposed by the Commission that all the 
[ie posts of major charges at present held by Provincial officers should be 
ie transferred to the Imperial Service ; but that ultimately, after the interests 


of the present members of the Provincial Service have been satisfied, the 
number of such posts, which for present convenience can be called “listed 
posts,” should be reduced by one-half. At the same time it was proposed that 
not less than one-lialf of the direct recruitment for the Imperial Service 
should be made in India. The effect of this proposal is that out of a total 
number of 270 posts, 28 would ultimately, though not immediately, be listed 
posts and for the remaining 242 posts at least one-half would be recruited 
from Indians every year.

The Commissiqners were not, however, unanimous in their recom- 
mendations. It was jointed out that the Forest Service was not popular 
with Indians, that it was premature to recruit Indians at such a pace until 
a higher grade Forest School in India had been established and its efficacy 
i proved, and that the interests involved were too immense to warrant far- 
y reaching experiments without a cautious trial.

In support of the latter alternative it is urged—

identical conditions ; 


. (2) the cost of opening a higher grade school at Dehra Dun would 
be unjustifiably high, unless. Provincial and Imperial recruits 
are trained together, which, for reasons of discipline and the 
different class of training required appears undesirable ; and, 


(3) whilst it is considered impracticable to arrange for the joint 
training in England under present conditions, it should be 
possible to make the necessary arrangements at Dehra Dun for 
such a higher grade school. 


The objections to training Europeans at the school are— 


(1) that such a higher grade college cannot possibly be developed 
sufficiently quickly up to the highest European standard, and 
therefore that until the school has proved its efficacy no experi- 
ment should be made in the training of Europeans at it when 
sounder methods of training are available ; 


(2) that it jettisons a method of selection of Europeans, which is - 
securing a good type of officer, and the best training available in 
the forest schools of Great Britain ; and 


(3) that in view of the strides taken in afforestation in Europe and 
in particular owing to the deforestation caused by the war, the 
demand for foresters in Europe will become greater and the 
forest schools in Britain in consequence so more efficient 
that there should be no difficulty in obtaining the ready-trained 
foresters contemplated by the Public Services Commission, 


On the other hand the establishment of a higher grade school for the 
training of ndians appears to be in every way desirable and it is questionable 
whether any considerations of expense should stand in its way. 


7. The Public Services Commission propose to retain the salaries of 
Imperial officers on the present scale Of Rs. 380-40-700-50-1,250, but to 
increase the pay of Conservators to Rs. 1,500-100-2.000. Tt has however 
been represented by these officers that as compared with other services 
containing officers of the same class’ and. education they are underpaid : 
and that their life is harder and more unhealthy than that of other 


officers. This claim can be ted by a reference to the Reforms f 3 
Report, in paragraph 318 of. which His Excellency the Viceroy and the ai.

Tae following report on the state of the salt market for the third 
quarter of the year 1918-19, comprising the months of (October, November 
and December 1918, in the Presidency of Bengal, is published for general 
information. ” 

.2. The quantity of salt of every description cleared during the quarter 
amounted to 1,723,634 maunds (including 1,251,101 maunds issued under 
the credit system), as compared with 3,047,605 maunds (including 2,388,658 
maunds issued under the credit system) in the previous quarter and 
1,689,788 maunds (including 1,347,076 maunds issued under the credit 
system) in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. The net amount 
of duty levied was Rs. 15,67,559 (including Rs. 9,84,761 adjusted under the 
credit system), as against Rs. 31,87,150 (including Rs. 23,82,659 adjusted 


under the credit system) in the previous quarter, and Rs. 21,85,729 (ineluding ~ 


Rs. 17,90,621 adjusted under the credit system) in the corresponding quarter 
of the previous year.

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‘MONTHLY WEATHER AND CROP REPORT OF BENGAL FOR 
JANUARY 1919. : 


I, Character of the Season.—Light to moderate rain fell during the last 
two weeks of the month. ‘The fall was above the normal everywhere except- 
ing in Khulna, Jalpaiguri, Bakarganj, Chittagong, Tippera and Noakhali. 
The usual rainfall statement is appended. 

IL. Progress of Agricultural Operations—Reaping of winter paddy was 
completed. Threshing also was well advanced. Preparitory tillage for the 
next autumn crops commenced. Rainfall during the last two weeks favoured 
the‘ operations. Transplanting of summer paddy, cutting and pressing of 
sugarcane and harvesting of potatoes, pulses and early oilseeds were also 
progressing. 

III, State of Standing Grops.—Owinyg to the rainfall the standing spring 
crops somewhat recovered from the effects of continued drought. sail 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn.—The prospects of the spring crops 
are reported as on the whole fair. 

V. Damage to Standing Crops.— No further report of damage to the stand- 
ing crops was received during the month from any district. 

VI. Condition of Agricultural Stock.—Condition of the live-stock was 
fair. Cattle-disease was found to be prevalent in parts of the districts of 
Jessore, Burdwan, Bankura, Midnapore, Darjeeling, Malda, Dacca and 
Noakhali. : 

VII. Failure of Pasturage and Fodder.—‘’he fodder supply continued 
deficient in Bankura, Dinajpur, Bogra and in Brahmanbaria subdivision of 
Tippera. 

VIII. Prices of Food Grains.—During the second fortnight of the month 
under review the price of rice rose in fourteen districts, fell in four and 
remained stationary in the rest, prices varying from 6 seers and 8 chitaks at 
Birbhum to 9 seers 8 chitaks at Rangpur. 

IX.—Condition of Agricultural People.—'The general condition of the agri- 
cultural population continued fair, Distress was, however, apprehended in 
Bankura owing to partial failure of winter paddy. Preliminary measures of 
relief were arranged for. .

THE question of improving the present method of training mechanical — 
engineers in Bengal has for some time been under the consideration of the 
Governing Body of the Givil Engineering College, Sibpur, which in 1917 
appointed a sub-committee-to consider the whole question, ‘The sub-committee 
submitted a report in which it was pointed out that at present there are 
two different systems of training. Under one a youth enters Sibpur college 
at the age “of #6 or 17 and studies there for four years after which he 
undergoes a year’s practical training in the college workshops. Under the 
other system a youth at the age of 15 or 18 becomes apprenticed for five 
‘years to a railway or other workshop, during which period he obtains a 
somewhat meagre amount of theoretical instruction in part-time classes. 
“The one system”, they remark, “turns out a college product with little — 
practical experience, while the second turns out a practical man, with in-, 
sufficient theoretical education.” The sub-committee proposed’ that the 
advantages of the two systems should be combined by selecting the best 
boys from the workshops after four years’ training and sending them to 
Sibpur for a two years’ course. The sub-committee’s proposal briefly was to 
c-ordipate the work of the Sibpur College with the schemes for the training 
of apprentices now to be found in connection with railway and other work- 
shops. It was suggested that a definite educational standard should be laid A 
down as ‘a condition of admission to apprenticeship, that an admission deni 
‘examination, should be*held twice yearly by the Principal of the Sibpur 
college, and in order that the education of the apprentices might be maintained 
during apprenticeship, that the technical institutes attached to railway work- | 
shops should be utilised and developed, Othgr questions which received i 
consideration were the revision of the college courses, the reorganisation of 4 
the teaching» staff, the provision of hostels for apprentices in railway” ‘ 
workshops. the establishment of mechanical institutes and the grant of ~~ a

Imports.—''he import® of rice, including paddy, into Caleutta® by rail, river, — 
canal, road, and sea (coastwise) during the months of April to December, 1918, - 
amounted to 10,902,000 maunds as against 9,031;000 maunds in the ond 
ing period of the preceding year,—an increase of 21 per cent. ‘There was an 
increase (I'l pet cent) in the imports of coal and coke (63,798,000 maunds as 

ainst 57,671,000 maunds last year). ‘he value of the!imports by rail, 
river, road, and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piece goods showed an 
incréase of 58 per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 4,37,00,000 ‘as 
against Rs. 2,86,37,000 in 1917. The quantity of indigo imported during 
the months of April to December, 1918, decreased by 3,100 maunds, or 18 
per cent, to 14,000 maunds. - ‘The imports of raw jute amounted to 4,005,000” 
bales as against 3,286,000 bales,—an increase of 22 per cent. The importa-— 
tions of gunny bags also showed. an increase of 11 per cent (351 million 
bags as against 315 millions in the preceding year). The.total imports of 
oilseeds (linseed and rape and mustard seed) increased by 77 per cent from 
8,860,000 maunds to 5,956,000{maunds. ‘Ihe imports of tea decreased by 9 ~~

- irrespective of 1,028 square miles in Jessore and Bankura where unidentified = 
stations of the original traverse survey of 1914-15 were relaid. One survey | 
party dealt with Jessore, where an area of 622 square miles falling in, _ 
thanas Salkopa, Jhenida and Kaliganj, which now forms the second year’s 
survey programme for the distriet, was traversed. The riverain tracts 
lying peers the, districts of Jessore and Faridpur on the east and Jessore 
vi Khu nen thé south, together with ten villages recently transferred \ 
from Jessore to Faridpur, were also traversed. Another survey party 
‘completed the traverse of 715 square miles fn thanas Chakdah, Ranaghat, 
Santipur, Krishnagar, Nakasbipara and Kaliganj in the district of Nadia. 
This is the survey programme for the first year in that district and excludes 
areas close to the Bhagirathi, where, in accordance with the ordinary procedure 

, and because such areas are liable to change on account of fluvial action, 
the traverse survey is being undertaken this year, the same year as that of the 
cadastral or detailed survey of the area. The third survey party traversed 
portions of Bankura and Burdwan. The traverse survey of the Asansol 
subdivision in. Burdwan, comprising 618 square miles, which had been 
subsequently included in the programme of work for the Bankura district 
with a view to the provision of up-to-date maps of the coal areas, was com-' 
pleted. In Bankura, 179 square miles in police-stations Saltora and Mejhia 
were surveyed. In these areas observations were also taken for the purpose 
of showing contour lines. 

8. Comparative maps for 469.square miles of diara land falling bet ween the 
distriets of Rajshahi, Murshidabad and Malda-were prepared. “Miscellaneous 
work ‘connected with the survey and mapping of Howrah and Oossipore- 
Chitpore Municipalities and Ssolated areas in. various parts was also under- 
taken, Nearly a million and a half village maps were reproduced during 
tae ‘year by the Vandyke process. Some pregress was also made in the 
produetion of jurisdiction maps. The Governor in Council hopes, now that a 
definite system for their preparation is in force, that adequate arrangements 
_will be made, to. bring out. these important. maps as soon as it can be con- 
veniontly managed in ‘conjunction with the different settlement officers.

5. Seven major operations for cadastral survey and the preparation’ of a 
record-of-rights were in progress in Jessotey Bankura, Dacca, Mymensingh, . 
Midnapore, ‘Fippera and Noakhali, Rajshahi’ and the neighbouring riparian 
areas in Pabna, Malda, Nadia and Murshidabad. The area cadastrally 
surveyed was 2,517 square miles and preliminary. records were written for 
2,506 square miles, against 1,211 square miles in. both cases for the 
previous year. Records were attested for 1,676 square miles and final records 
prepared for 3,142 square miles; the figures for last year were 1,891 and 
3,468 square miles, respectively. In tke minor operations in Hooghly, 
Howrah, 24-Parganas, Khulna, Murshidabad, Faridpur, Dinajpur and 
Malda the total outturn of cadastral survey and of final publication 
scarcely exceeded 18 and 57 square miles, respectively. A considerable 









amount of diara resumption and resettlement of land revenue was, however, 4 


accomplished in the course of these operations, both major and minor. 
mostly in Mymensingh, Rajshahi, Faridpur, Tippera and Noakhali. — The total .

Midnapore was mainly remarkable for the large number of applications 
for enhancement of rent. Though as many as 113,109 tenancies were dealt 
with, 71,163 were pending at the end of thé year; this prevented the eon- 
clusion of the operations during the year. 

- 4. The two major operations of Rajshahi and Tippera-Noakhali were in 
the intermediate stages, In Rajshahi, the records of the last and fifth block, 
comprising the diara areas of Malda and Murshidabad districts, were 
attested, objections were disposed of, and the final scrutiny completed. 
Case-work was in progress in the first block. Coorvive measures for recovery 
were suspended in the areas where damage had been done by the abnormal 
floods in, the Rajshahi Division. 

Cadastral survey and stages up ‘to the field-io-field verification of the 
map and the record were completed in all.the remaining portions. of Tippera 
district in thanas Muradnagar, Chanduria, Laksam, Comilla and Chandda- 
gram.* The progress of attestation was such that after the year’s programme 
was finished it was found possible, with the assent of the landlords, to 
attest in advance of the programme the records of the area surveyed 
during the year. It is noteworthy that even in this settlement—previous 
accounts of which have tended to the conclusion that the raiyat in the 
districts. of Tippera’ and Noakhali possesses. an unusual power of lookin, 
after his own interests—illegal enhancements of rent on a large scale an 
impediments placed by landlords in the way of their tenants, when the latter 
were seeking to make improvements in the village water-supply, have now 
been discovered. 

8. In the remaining two major operations of Jessore and Bankura, 
fresh ground has been broken by the Settlement Department. In Jessore, 
cadastral. survey and initial record-writing were completed in 839. square 
miles, together with the field-to-field. verification in 535 ‘square miles, against 
a programme under both heads of 994 square miles. Inthe report satisfactory 
reasons have been given for the deficit, namely, the delay between the 
original traverse of 1914-15 and, the cadastral operations of the year under 
review, the difficulty of replacing the lost traverse stations and) the large 
number of plots and interests.

It might be found expedient to 
onstitute provincial committees to assist the Civil Service Commissioners 
by making such enquiries as to the character and antecedents of the candi- 
dates as the Commissioners deemed necessary ; but’such enquiries would be 
_ limited to determining whether the applicants satistied the conditions laid 
down in the rules and would not extend to any comparison of their respective 
merits. As to the second object, the superiority in educational calibre of | 
eertain provinces is bound to make itself felt in any system that is dependent 
on competition. It is problematical whether the limitation the Commission 
propose to place;on the number of candidates from each university would — 
have. any appreciable effect in reducing this disparity, and it. is clearly 
undesirable to impose any limitations, unless these can be relied on to secure 
the object in view. As a means~of limiting the number of candidates 
appearing for examination, the Commission propose that candidates should 
be required to possess the B.A. degree, or its equivalent.

Similar considerations affect the Commission's recommendation that whi d &

Apart from the study .of law, which must be compulsory for all, there is 
much to be said in fayour of varying the course to meet the requirements 
of probationers with reference hoth to their previous education and to the 
conditions of the province to which they are to be assigned.

24. The benefits of university residence, which are- admitted on all 
hands, lead the Commis:ion to deprecate the creation’ of a special institu- 
tion for the training of probationers, This view, in practice, will necessitate 
a selection of universities, and it is evident that only those universities 
would be approved,. which can satisfy the Civil Service Commissioners of 
their ability to provide adequate instruction. It would not, however, be 
ne¢essary to insist on their providing a special degree course. 


25. An important point for consideration is the method by which the 
seniority of the candidates should be determined. If some of the candidates 
are regruited by examination in England and others by a ‘separate examina- 
tion in India, while yet a third class may be appomted direct’ without 
examination, a feasible plan would to be to revert to the system which 
obtained prior to 1892, under which there was a final examination, supple 
mented by periodical tests, including the reporting of cases. Ii has aceord- 
ingly been suggested that the seniority of the candidates should be decided 
by the marks obtained by them in the final examination and in the reporting 
of cases, and that a high value should be attached to the latter. : : 


_ 26. The Commission’s recommendations in regard to the general 
training of recruits in India involve no great departure from existing practice: 
Tt will, however, be desirable to make the departmental examinations more — 
practical, particularly if officers, while in England, have received a good 
oie in principlés in the course of their legal studies while on probation.

_ 28. For the subsequent training of officers who elect the judicial branch 
the Commission approve the existing arrangements, under which a certain 
number of officers of not ‘less than five years’ service are employed on civil 
judicial work for a period of about eighteen months. It is possible that 
many of the reeruits who come out after two years’ probation will have at any 
rate obtained the qualifications fora call tothe Bar. To those who have not 
inducements may still with advantage be offered to undertake these courses of 
study later in their service. It is suggested that reading for examinations 
and attendance at lectures alone are insufficient to give an insight into the 
practical administration of law, and, although recruits ander the proposed 
scheme will haye acquited some knowledge of procedare by attending the 
Courts during their period of probation, they will still be able to profit’ greatly: 
by, reading in the chambers of a barrister. 


29, Salary.—As regards the. emoluments: of the service, the Commis- 
sion were satisfied that the rates of salary fixed for the superior posts in the 
most recently reorganized cadres were adequate in view, firstly, of the lower 
age at which, if their recommendations were accepted, officers would in 
future be appointed, arid secondly, of the concessions which they recom- 
mended in the matter of leave and pension. They have, therefore, kept 
the range of the salaries for these posts much as at present, with the jaddition 
of exchange compensation allowance, making only such changes as are 
necessary to secure approximate equality of prospects as between one 
province and another. ii hey recognize, however, that the graded system on 
which officers of the service are now paid is generally unsuitable, since, 
owing to blocks in promotion, legitimate expectations are in practice often 
disappointed. They accordingly recommend the introdugtion of an incre- 
mental scale of salaries on the compartment system. 


80. The incremental system which the Commission advocate is framed 
to meet the conditions of the sarvice, under which officers discharge for a 
number of years duties of minor importance, and are then promoted to 
charges of major responsibility, which constitute the real work of the service. 
Separate scales of pay are accordingly fixed for officers employed on each of 
these elasses of duties; and it is laid down that an officer shall not be 
remunerated on the higher scale unless (1) he is declared fit for the more 
important work; and (2) a vacancy occurs in which he can be placed. The 
defect of the system is that, when promotion 18 retarded, an officer may 
receife no increments at all for an indefinite period, and the penalty often 
does not cease when he is “promoted to the higher scale, but continues for 
the-restof his service, because he starts on the minimum of the higher 
-seale, and until he reaches the maximum he is always drawing Jess than 
he has a reasonable claim to expect. On the other hand, if promotion is 
accelerated, an officer is promoted to the higher scale sooner than would 
normally be the case and attains the maximum too soon. The two factors 
to-be taken into account in determining what is a fair rate of remuneration 
for an officer in a service constituted like the Indian Civil Service are: 
(1) the nature of the work he has to do; and (2) his seniority im the 
service. ‘To give due recognition to both these factors, His Fraoellegoy 
the Viceroy and the Secretary of State have recommended in paragraph 31:

' The merits of the scheme are— 


(1) that it does away with all complications in the rules regarding 
acting allowances and progressive pay.

it is illogical to treat statutory natives of India who are recruited in England 
differently from those who are recruited in India, and that such a policy must 
-tend 10 retard the development of Indian education. They have assigned no 
reasons for their. proposal to give higher pay to officers recruited from the Bar 
than to officers promoted from the provincial services ; but some justification for 
the proposal may be found in the necessity of offering substantial attractions 
to successful members of the legal profession. 3 

38. The principle enunciated by His Excellency the Viceroy and the 
Secretary of State in paragraph 322 of their report is that the standard scales 
of pay for all services should be those appropriate to Indians recruited in 

- India, sufficient to attract the best men available and to give them an ineome 
appropriate to their position. To persons recruited by reason of-special quali- 

“fications obtained in Europe an extra allowance should be given, to compen- 
sate them for the drawbacks and expenses of expatriation. The application 
of this principle to the Civil Service will present peculiar difficulties owing 
tothe number of sources from which recruitment will be made. ‘The principle 
that Indians recruited in Europe should receive the same rates as Europeans 
is ordinarily defended not only on the ground of the expense ito which 
they have been put in obtaining an European education, but also because 
only those Indians will be successful who by every practicable test satisfy 
conditions designed to obtain the best class of Englishmen. While, however, 
lower rates may suffice fo attract suitable candidates in India, it is at least 
possible that a differentiation in pay will be taken to indicate a difference of 
status and will give rise to soreness and dissatisfaction. Further a scale of 
salaries which in the aggregate offered sufficiently good prospects to a young 
man who had not yet entered any profession might be wholly insufficient to 
induce a capable lawyer to accept a judicial appointment. The rates of 
remuneration proposed by the Commission for »promoted officers of the- 
provincial service are slightly higher than those now in force for executive 
officers, but involve a diminution in the prospects of judicial officers in 

_ certain provinces. 

84. Leave.—In the matter of leave, the Commission recommend the 
continuance of the present arrangements under which officers of the Indian 
Civil Service are subject to the general European service leave rales. The 
question of the revision of these rules is under separate consideration. So 
far as officers’ recruited in Europe are concerned, the Commission's recom- _ 
mendation seems suitable. The application of the European rules to officers 
direetly recruited by examination or otherwise in India, is consistent with 
the general principles formulated in paragraph 78 of the Report, provided 
that the principle of equality of pay is also accepted. It appears to. be 
unnecessary to prescribe special leave rules for judges recruited from the 
Bar, as they can appropriately be brought under the Indian rules. It seems — 
likely that judges recruited from the Bar will join the service at a compara- 
tively sivcaed | », and the question ofgprescribing special pension rules for 

_ these recruits will probably have to be considered. aon 

35. Pensions.—The Commission have considered the possibility of 
applying to the Indian Civil Service, with suitable modification, the general 
germ: rules obtaining in other departments of Government service. 

_ They have not elaborated any definite scheme, but suggest that the scale might, 
be fixed if eightieths instead of sixtieths, with higher maxima and special 
additional pensions for officers who retire after holding appointments above the 
rank of ctflector or of district and sessions judge, 2nd grade. While they 
express the belief that a scheme on these lines would be in the interests of 
- the servi they admit that the evidence before them did not disclose any 
: desire onthe pat of the service to give up its annuity system. It may be | 
- contended that if the Indian Civil Service is to come under the ordinary rules 
at all, it must do so for all purposes ; and, in particular, it must surrender 
- the privilege of obtaining the full retiring pension after 25 years’ service. 


’ 
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"36. Itchas been suggested-both by the Comimiséion and by: ‘His Exeel- 


mney the Viceroy and the Secretary of State that the pensions. of officers _ 


of the Indian Oivil Service should be free of contribution, and that the 
4 per cent. contributions of each individual officer should be funded for his 
benefit. While it is universally known that its members’ receive:a pension 
of £1,000 year, it is rarely: known outside the \service itself that they 


contribute towards it 4 percent. of their pay throughout their service. This. 


contribution was originally calculated to produce one-half of the pension. 
Befpre the war it was estimated that it produced only about one quarter ; 
but, with the rise.in the rate of exchange and in the rates of interest on 
public funds, the proportion will be considerably increased, and the amount 
of the pension paid by the State correspondingly diminished. This con- 
sideration affords additional support to the proposal of the, Commission. 
The most important consideration in arriving at a decision on this question 
is whether the proposed concession is necessary in order to secure suitable 
candidates for the service in future. : 

87. The adequacy of the scale of invalid annuities is a subject which 
has frequently engaged the attention of the authorities. ‘The scale was last 
revised in 1905; and the increase in the rates which was then sanctioned 
went some way towards relieving the hardships of officers compelled tg retire 
on medical grounds before completing thoir service for annuity, particularly 
by raising the maximum from £450 to £700 a yéar. The Commission are 
of opinion that these rates are sufficiently liberal. There is, however, a 
disproportion between the full annuity and the pension admissible to an 
officer who is invalided after-a period, and it is invalid retirements at the later 
stages that deserve consideration. ‘The result of a ruling which penalises a 
small deficiency of service by a wholly disproportionate reduction of pension 
is that officers whose health has broken down struggla to the utmost: to 
complete their full term of service’; and it is not to the advantage of the 
State to offer strong inducements to a broken-down officer to remain in the 
service solely for the sake of securing his full pension. While, therefore, the 
existing scale may suitably be maintained for officers retiring with 19 years’ 
or less service, the following ecale has been suggested for service of 20 
years and upwards :—

~ Tar work of the Education Department during the year under review 
suffered from the exigencies imposed by the war, the consequent restriction 
of expenditure and the paucity of superior staff. Altogether two-fifths of the ° 
European officers of the Indian Educational Service have been detached for, 
duty in the Indian Army Reserve of Offivers, in addition to officers on deputa- 
tion to the Government of India or the University of Calcutta. 

The growing demand for edueation among tlie people of Bengal and the 
natural growth of the population led to an increase in the number of educa- 
tional institutions by over 2,500 and to an addition of 46,000 in the number / 
of scholars. Nearly 2 millions were in various stages of education, there 
being approximately 1 girl at school to every 5 boys. The total expenditure 
on education amounted to nearly 255 lakhs, of which 824 lakhs were _ 
contributed direct by Government, 14} lakhs came from the funds of 
local bodies (nearly 11$ lakhs consisting of grants placed at their disposal 
by Government), 114 lakhs were derived from fees, and 44 lakhs werg 
obtained from endowments, subscriptions and other sources. The expendi- 
tare on different branches of education is shown in the following statement, 
together with the number of scholars in the different classes of educational 
institutions :— ;

In the Bengal Presidency, especially the Burdwan and Presideney Divi- 


signs, it is well known that there is a considerable demand for the execution 
of drainage projects, for sanitary as well as agricultural purposes. The legal 
mechanism for such projects is contained in various Acts :—the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, the Land Improverhent Loans Act, the Embankment Act, the 
Drainage Act, and the Sanitary Drainage Act ; but it cannot be said that any 


of 


these Acts provides machinery, which is both simple and effective. ‘The 


application of the Embankment Act is limited ; the procedure of the Drainage 
Act is too cumbrous ; and the Sanitary Drainage Act, as its name implies, 
eannot be utilized for purely agricultural projects, in which questions of public 
health aré not raised. Even if the Sanitary Drainage Act were applicable, ite 
provisions as regards initiation are unsatisfactory, and as regards recovery ‘of 
costs its arrangements are too rigid. 


2. With the object of eliciting public opinion in the matter, the Bengal 


Government consulted their officers and several public bodies in May 1918, 
and the replies which have been received reveal a consensus of opinion 
that there is the need for alteration of, the law. Opinions are divided as to 
whether such legislation should take the form of an amendment of the 
existing joe Drainage Act, or whether an entirely new Act should be 


‘devised. The 


overnor in Council is provisionally of the latter opinion ; 


and, further, believes that it would be- advantageous that the whole kaw on 
the subject should be consolidated ; that only essentials should form part of 
an Act, while details of procedure should be left to rules. He desires, 
therefore, that the whole subject should be examined by an expert com- 
mittee. The main points which should obyidusly be covered ate the follow- 
ing :—initiation ; preparation of a preliminary scheme ; final publication ; 
execution of scheme ; apportionment and recovery of cost ; control and main-~ 
tenance.

Tue recommendations. of the Public Services Commission made “in 
Annexure I, concerning the Agricultural Department, are under the considera- 
tion of the Governor in Council and this Resolution is published in order 
to give the public interested an opportunity of expressing their views on the 
more important questions affecting the recruitment of the Indian and Provincial 
Agricultural Services and their salaries and allowances. 

2. The three main problems which require consideration are the 
following :-— 


(1) The percentage of recruitment of Indians for the Imperial 
Agricultural Service ; 

(2) the method- of recruitment of officers for the Provincial 
Agricultural Service ; and 

(8) the pay of the services. 


8. The Royal Commission considered that every effort should be made 
to meet the normal requirements of the Imperial Service within a reasonable 
time by recruitment in India. They accordingly recommended that at the, 
outset not less than one-half of the vacancies in the two branches into which 

“the service is divided should be filled by statutory natives of India appointed 
in India. These two branches are the teaching and research and the agricul- 
tural ‘branch proper. On the teaching and research side, recruits in India 
would be chosen who had gone through an adyanced course at the Pasa 
Research Institute. On the agricultural side, recruits would be selected 
both from persons who had, amongst other qualifications, a University degree 
_ in science or a diploma of a recognised school ‘of agriculture, and. from 
members of the Provincial Service. The Commissioners were not, however, 
unanimous in their recommendations. It was pointed out by Sir “Murray 
Hammick and Mr. (now Sir Frank) Sly in a note of dissent that the depart- 
ment was still in its infancy and the staff limited; that_an enormous field 
had to be explored; and that there were great and. promising possibilities in 
it for the advancement of Indian agriculture. In their opinion it was there- 
fore necessary that the staff should be selected from candidates with 
' the ple qualifications, but they did not consider that in the present ~_ 
_ state of agricultural education in India suitable candidates would be available 
in rary om From this point of view, every effort should be made 
to obtain the best men available, whether European or Indian.

It has therefore been suggested that the post-graduate courses, which have _ 


- been opened at Pusa in agricultural chemistry, economic botany, mycology,

‘a view to their qualifying for posts in the agricultural branch proper, but 
also to*distinguished graduates in science from Arts colleges who may be 
desirous of pursuing a particular branch of research with a view to appoint- 
ment in the research branch.

- 6. The Commission recommended that the Provincial Service, which in” 
this Presidency is composed at present of six posts of Superintendent, should 
be ordinarily recruited direct and not by promotion of qualified subordinates. 
They, therefore, recommended ‘that each provincial college should provide 
the necessary material for the instruction of students upto the standard 
required for direct admission to that service. In the case of Bengal there is 
an Inter-provincial college at Sabour, in the district cf Bhagalpur. On the 
other hand, it may be argued that the department is undeveloped; the 
numbers in the Provinvial Service are small ; and that noamount of theoretical 
training can take the place of practical training in such a service as the 
Agricultural Service. It can, therefore, be urged that the recommendation 
' goes too far in removing opportunities for advancement from a larger class of 
subordinates, who have distinguished themselves by practical work. 
6. Fortbe pay of Imperial Agricultural Officers recruited in India the 
Commission has recommended a scale of Rs. 350—35—1,050 a month, and for 


those recruited in Europe Rs. 500—50—1,500 a month. An alternative - 


suggestion has, however, been made that, instead of a separate scale being 
fixed for the pay.of officers recruited in Europe, an “overseas allowance” 
in addition to the pay fixed for Indian recruits should be given to them. This 
pr arte is in conformity with the recommendation made in paragraph 322 
of the report of His Excellency the Viceroy and the Secretary of State on 
the Reforms. For Directors of Agriculture the Commission recommended a 
scale of Rs. 1,500—50—1,750. But it has been urged that in view of the 
high cost of living in Bengal this scale is inadequate for the Director of 
Agriculture of this province. The Commission recommend that the normal 
seale of salary in the Provincial Service should be Rs. 250-—4—450—*’—500 
with a probationary rate of Rs. 150 a month and a limited number of selection 
posts nate higher rates of salary according to need. 

7. His Excellency in Council does not propose to deal specially with 
the other matters dealt with in the Commission’s Report, so far as the agri- 
cultural servicer are concerned. It is requested that _any remarks or wk - 
cisms which any person or body ‘of persons interested may desire to offer, 
may be forwarded to the Revenue Secretary to the* Government of Bengal, 
not later than the 1st April 1919. ‘

recognised by the conjoint aR Board.of the Royal College of Physicians 
of London and the Royal College of Surgeons of England, for the purpose of 
$ admission to their examination, may be allowed to come up for the Final 
’ Membership or the Final Licentiateship Examination of the Faculty, so that 
on their successfully passing one of these examinations they may be eligible 
for registration under the Bengal Medical Att, 1914. The Governor in 
Council accepts the above recommendation and directs that the following 
_ addition be made to the Statutes of the Faculty after paragraph 7 thereof :— 
“8. Any Doctor or Bachelorrof, Medicine or Surgery of a University in America, 
; recognised from time to time for the purpose of admission to their examination by the 
\ ; conjoint Examining Buard of the Royal College of Physicians of London and the Royal 
ws College of Surgeons of England, who shall have passed such an examination or examina- 
1 tions at his University as shall comprise the subjects of the Primary, Intermediate 
: and Final Examinations for the Membership or Licentiateship of the State Medical 
Faculty of Bengal, and who shall have completed the curriculum of medical study 
required by the rules in the schedule attached to these Statutes, shall be eligible for 
(mission to the Final Examination for the Membership or Licentiateship of the Faculty, 
n payment.of the prescribed fee’and on production of his diploma. Any such candi- 
ate who shall have passed the Final Examination shall be entitled to receive the diploma 
f Member or Licentiate of the Faculty as the case may be.’’

+ © The Report of the Royal Commission on the Public Services in India, 


Tue Governor in Council has recently had under consideration the 
recommendations of the Royal Public Services Commission in respect of the 
Factory Inspection Department as contained in annexure V of their Report. 
This department was reorganised in 1912 as a result of the report of the 
Indian Factory Labour Commission, and the new scheme had been in opera- 
tion for a short time only when the Public Services Commission made their 
enquiry. The Commission have in consequence suggested but few alterations 
in regard to this department. The Governor in Council, however, takes this 
opportunity of inviting the public to express their opinion on the proposals 
before he arrives at a final decision in the matter. : 

2. The Commission were of Opinion that the inspection of factory work, 
in order to be efficiently done, (1) does not essentially require previous 
experience in Europe, and (2) is not such as necessarily to demand the appoint- 
ment of Europeans, with the consequence that the department should be 
thrown open toIndians. They recommend that Inspectors of Factories should 
ordinarily be recruited in India after advertising vacancies, but that reeruit- 


ment should not necessarily be confined to natives of India ; further that, 


only if no qualified candidate is procurable locally should steps be taken for 
the appointment of officers from Europe, the selection being made after 
advertisement and with the advice of the Home authorities. 

3. The Cominission approved the existing arrangements by which can- 
didates for inspectorships are expected to have a liberal education, and, in 
addition, a good theoretical training in engineering together with a thorough 
practical training in mechanical engineering ; also to possess a general know- 
ledge of the principles of sanitation. In the case of selections in India the 
Commission thought that it would suffice if candidates had practical ex- 
perience of factories in'this country and they did not consider that in thdir 
case experience in Europe was necessary. ; 

4. All new officers, according to the Report, should be required to 
undergo a périod of two years’ probation before they are confirmed in 
their appointments, and further all Inspectors of Factories shouldebe made 
to pass a colloqnial test in the vernacular of a higher character than is 
ondthars enforeed in Government departments. a 
5. ‘The present scales of pay of the Chief Inspector and other Inspectors 
of Factories in Benga! (who are all Europeans) are Rs, 800—50—1,000 and 
Rs. 400--30—700. respectively. The Commission considered that the salar 
of the Chief Inspector of Factories should be fixed at Rs. 1,000-—-50--1 256, 
«whether he be a European or a statutory native of India, that the other 


Guinier Inspectors of Factories, if recruited in Europe, or if recruited in 
India, bat not being statutory natives of India, should be graded on a scale 
of Rs. 400—30—900, and that a separate scale, viz., Rs. 300—25—700, should
